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Abstract 


The  Food  and  Agricultural  Export  Directory  is  geared  toward  firms  engaged  in  exporting  and 
those  who  wish  to  enter  the  foreign  market  for  U.S.  agricultural  products.  It  provides  up-to- 
date  listings  and  brief  descriptions  of  Federal  and  State  agencies,  trade  associations,  and 
other  organizations  that  offer  advice  and  services  in  exporting  all  types  of  agricultural  and 
food  products. 
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Introduction 


The  United  States  ranks  as  one  of  the  world's  largest  agricultural  exporters,  reflecting  the 
ability  of  U.S.  agriculture  and  its  related  industries  to  provide  ample  supplies  of  quality 
products  at  competitive  prices.  Bulk  commodities  make  up  the  majority  of  U.S.  overseas 
sales,  but  significant  growth  in  U.S.  exports  of  consumer  food  products  is  expected  to 
continue  during  the  1990's.  In  most  countries,  rising  personal  incomes  are  creating  demand 
for  more  sophisticated  foods  than  those  found  in  traditional  national  diets.  U.S.  food 
technology  and  quality  are  recognized  throughout  the  world,  providing  a  solid  base  on 
which  to  build  further  growth  in  exports  of  U.S.  consumer  food  products  to  fill  this  new 
demand.

One  of  the  most  important  services  a  U.S.  farmer,  cooperative,  or  company  needs  is  good 
marketing.  FAS  has  a  continuing  market  development  program  to  develop,  service,  and 
expand  commercial  export  markets  for  U.S.  agricultural  products.  Virtually  every  U.S. 
agricultural  product  entering  world  trade  is  promoted  by  one  of  FAS's  market  development 
activities,  which  cover  more  than  70  countries. 

These  marketing  activities  involve  work  with  nonprofit  commodity  groups,  trade 
associations,  and  State  departments  of  agriculture  and  their  regional  associations.  In 
addition  to  these  cooperative  efforts,  FAS  performs  a  variety  of  other  promotional  and  trade 
servicing  operations. 

Commodity  experts  and  economists  analyze  attache  reports  on  production  and  trade, 
combining  them  with  accumulated  background  information  and  expertise.  Commodity 
information  compiled  and  analyzed  by  FAS  is  available  to  anyone  interested  in  foreign 
trade.

Export  Credits 


The  Public  Law  480  (Food  for  Peace)  Program 

Titles  I  and  III  of  Public  Law  480  (also  called  the  Food  for  Peace  Program)  authorize  USDA 
to  provide  financing  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  to  friendly  developing 
countries  on  concessional  credit  terms. 

Title  I  concessional  sales  provide  low-interest,  long-term  credit  to  foreign  governments.  U.S. 
suppliers  are  paid  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  upon  delivery  of  the 
commodities  on  board  vessels  at  U.S.  ports.  Recipient  countries  resell  the  commodities 
internally  and  use  the  proceeds  for  agricultural  and  economic  development  projects.  The 
loan  is  repaid  to  the  CCC  by  the  foreign  government.  In  FAS,  the  Program  Development 
Division  oversees  the  preparation  and  negotiation  of  country  agreements,  while  the  P.L.  480 
Operations  Division  oversees  the  purchasing  and  shipping  of  commodities  by  recipient 
countries. 

Title  III,  known  as  Food  for  Development,  permits  forgiveness  of  Title  I  debt,  provided  the 
recipient  country  undertakes  specific  agricultural  and  economic  development  activities  with 
the  proceeds  from  local  sales  of  the  commodities  obtained  under  Title  I  agreements. 

In  addition,  under  Title  II  of  P.L.  480  the  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service 
procures  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  for  direct  donations  to  foreign  countries  in  cases  of 
natural  disasters  or  other  crises  and  in  support  of  nutritional  feeding  programs.  Over  two- 
thirds  of  these  donations  are  made  through  voluntary  relief  agencies  and  the  multilateral 
World  Food  Program.  The  Program  Analysis  Division  coordinates  this  program  with  the 
Agency  for  International  Development,  the  administering  agency. 

CCC  Commercial  Financing 

The  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM-102)  and  the  Intermediate  Export  Credit 
Guarantee  Program  (GSM-103)  of  the  CCC  allow  foreign  buyers  to  purchase  U.S.  farm 
commodities  from  private  U.S.  exporters,  with  U.S.  banks  providing  the  financing  at 
commercial  rates  of  interest  for  up  to  3  years  under  GSM-102  and  in  excess  of  3  years,  but 
not  more  than  10  years,  under  GMS-103.  CCC's  guarantee  covers  the  risk  that  the  foreign 
buyer's  bank  might  fail  to  pay  under  a  letter  of  credit. 


The  programs  operate  in  cases  where  credit  is  necessary  to  increase  or  maintain  U.S. 
exports  to  foreign  markets  and  where  private  financing  institutions  would  be  unwilling  to 
provide  financing  without  CCC's  guarantee.  They  also  permit  countries  with  improved 
financial  conditions  to  purchase  on  full  commercial  terms.  The  CCC  Operations  Division 
administers  these  programs.

Agricultural  counselors,  attaches,  trade  officers,  and  other  FAS  officers  assigned  to  U.S. 
embassies  and  consulates  around  the  world  play  a  key  role  in  gathering  global  information 
of  vital  importance  to  U.S.  agricultural  trade.  Originally  assigned  to  the  USDA,  the  attaches 
were  transferred  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  State  by  Executive  order  in  1939.  The 
Agricultural  Act  of  1954  (P.L.  690),  approved  August  28,  1954,  provided  for  the  attache 
service  to  be  a  part  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  USDA. 

Agricultural  Trade  Offices 

The  Agricultural  Trade  Act  of  1978  directed  the  establishment  of  agricultural  trade  offices 
(ATO's)  in  major  centers  of  commerce  throughout  the  world.  This  law  requires  a  minimum 
of  6  and  a  maximum  of  25  such  offices  to  develop,  maintain,  and  expand  international 
markets  for  U.S.  agricultural  commodities.  These  offices  serve  as  centers  for  export  sales 
promotions  and  contact  points  for  importers  seeking  to  buy  farm  products  from  the  United 
States.  At  this  time,  ATO's  are  located  in  Algeria,  Bahrain,  the  People's  Republic  of  China, 
the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany,  Iraq,  Japan,  Korea,  Nigeria,  Saudi  Arabia,  Singapore, 
Tunisia,  Turkey,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Venezuela.

Agricultural  Trade  and 
Development  Missions 


The  Agricultural  Trade  and  Development  Missions  Program  was  authorized  by  the  Congress 
in  December  1987  to  encourage  greater  U.S.  private  sector  and  foreign  country 
participation  in  U.S.  agricultural  trade  and  aid  programs.  The  act  required  missions  to  16 
eligible  countries  in  1988.  By  offering  specially  designed  combinations  of  U.S.  trade  and 
food  assistance  activities  to  selected  countries,  the  goal  of  the  program  is  to  develop 
countries  and  customers  for  U.S.  agricultural  exports.  For  more  information,  contact:

International  International  Trade  Policy  coordinates  and  directs  USDA's  activities  in  international 

Trade  Policy  agreement  programs  and  negotiations  to  expand  world  trade  of  U.S.  agricultural 

commodities.  Trade  policy  activities  include  supporting  U.S.  policy  formulation  on  trade 
issues  arising  with  the  European  Community,  Japan,  and  other  important  trading  partners; 
handling  commodity  issues  that  arise  in  international  organizations  and  other  forums;  and 
supporting  the  office  of  the  U.S.  Trade  Representative  in  the  conduct  of  trade  negotiations. 
In  addition,  market  development  activities  are  supported  by  providing  economic  data  and 
analysis  (tariff  rates,  nontariff  barriers,  and  statements  on  trade  conditions). 

To  follow  foreign  governmental  actions  that  affect  the  market  for  U.S.  farm  products,  FAS 
relies  primarily  on  its  agricultural  counselors  and  attaches.  Special  offices  are  maintained  at 
the  headquarters  of  the  European  Community  in  Brussels,  Belgium,  and  at  the  international 
negotiations  center  in  Geneva,  Switzerland.  FAS  also  maintains  contacts  with  the  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United  Nations  (FAO)  in  Rome. 

In  Washington,  a  staff  of  international  trade  specialists  analyzes  the  activities  of 
international  trade  conducted  under  the  rules  of  the  General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and 
Trade  (GATT),  as  well  as  trade  conducted  under  regional  economic  organizations  and 
bilateral  agreements.  During  international  negotiations,  FAS  provides  the  staff  and  support 
work  for  U.S.  agricultural  representation. 

The  Trade  Assistance  and  Planning  Office  serves  agricultural  exporters  who  need  market 
information,  as  well  as  those  who  believe  they  have  been  injured  by  unfair  trade  practices. 
In  addition,  the  office  coordinates  reports  on  long-term  trade  strategy,  foreign  agricultural 
export  assistance,  and  market  opportunities  for  U.S.  agricultural  exports.  The  office  was 
established  on  November  29,  1988,  pursuant  to  Section  4206  of  the  Omnibus  Trade  and 
Competitiveness  Act  of  1988. 

The  Technical  Office  receives  through  the  GATT  Secretariat  notification  of  proposed 
mandatory  standards  requirements  concerning  agricultural  products  from  the  countries  that 
are  GATT  signatories.  The  office  also  receives  proposed  standards  for  nonsignatory 
countries  from  FAS  personnel  overseas.  These  notifications  are  published  in  Export  Briefs 
and  also  released  electronically  through  the  Computerized  Information  Delivery  (CID) 
system  (formerly  Electronic  Delivery  of  Information  system).  When  interested  parties  provide 
comments  on  proposed  standards,  the  Technical  Office  collects  the  comments  and  relays 
them  to  FAS  offices  in  the  appropriate  countries  for  presentation  to  the  foreign  government 
authorities.  In  addition,  the  Technical  Office  keeps  extensive  and  constantly  updated  files  of 
U.S.  and  foreign  regulations  to  provide  answers  to  questions  on  technical  requirements  on 
food  products.  These  regulations  cover  topics  such  as  allowable  pesticide  residues, 
acceptable  food  additives,  general  labeling  requirements,  quarantine  regulations,  standards 
of  identity,  natural  contaminants,  certification,  and  testing  requirements.

In  addition,  the  California  Agricultural  Technology  Institute  (CATI)  offers  online  agricultural 
trade  information,  which  includes  trade  leads  through  an  electronic  bulletin  board  called 
ATI-Net.

Buyer  Alert  allows  U.S.  companies  to  advertise  their  food  products  in  major  markets  around 
the  world  on  a  weekly  basis.  Using  high-speed  telecommunications,  the  FAS  staff  in 
Washington,  DC,  forwards  product  announcements  to  interested  overseas  buyers.  For 
further  information,  call  (202)  475-3424. 

Foreign  Buyer  Lists 

FAS  maintains  a  database  of  approximately  13,000  foreign  firms  from  over  70  countries. 
U.S.  firms  can  obtain  lists  and  match  their  products  with  prospective  buyers.  Foreign  buyer 
lists  provide  company  name,  contact,  address,  telephone,  telex,  cable,  and/or  facsimile 
numbers.  The  lists  can  be  formatted  to  provide  foreign  buyers  by  product  for  the  entire 
world;  or  foreign  buyers  by  country  for  all  products. 

Lists  are  available  from  two  sources.  One  list  called  historical  trade  leads  provides  the 
names  and  addresses  of  companies  that  have  submitted  an  inquiry  through  the  trade  lead 
system  during  the  past  3  years.  The  other  list,  called  the  foreign  buyer's  database,  is 
provided  by  U.S.  agricultural  counselors,  attaches,  and  trade  officers  overseas.  There  are 
generally  more  company  names  on  the  foreign  buyer's  database  list  than  on  the  historical 
trade  leads  listing.

U.S.  supplier  lists  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  prospective  importers  seeking  sources 
of  U.S.  food  and  agricultural  products.

Labeling  is  an  important  aspect  of  any  export  venture  in  the  prepackaged  food  sector.  The 
Export  Product  Review  Program  (EPR)  of  FAS  can  provide  up-to-date  information  on 
labeling  and  ingredient  and  food  additive  regulations  in  a  target  foreign  country.  To  find  out 
if  your  product  label  and  ingredients  are  in  general  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  a 
foreign  country,  you  can  send  your  product  label  and  ingredients  list  to  FAS  for  evaluation. 

By  having  products  reviewed  in  the  targeted  foreign  country  in  advance,  the  program  has 
assisted  U.S.  food  exporters  by  providing  a  better  understanding  of  potential  marketing 
problems  abroad.  The  High  Value  Products  Division  processes  requests  for  product  review. 
A  fee  of  $75  is  charged  for  this  service.

Agency  veterinarians  inspect  animals,  poultry,  and 
animal  products  to  assure  conformance  with  health  and  sanitation  requirements  for  export 
as  prescribed  by  the  United  States  and  the  country  of  destination.  At  the  request  of 
exporters,  plant  inspectors  certify  the  sanitation  of  plants  and  plant  foods  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  receiving  nation(s). 

In  addition,  APHIS  offices  provide  U.S.  exporters  with  import  requirements  of  foreign 
nations  for  livestock  and  plants.

Grain  standards 
are  designed  to  assure  a  uniform  product  and  to  demonstrate  to  buyers  and  sellers  alike 
that  trading  in  the  U.S.  marketplace  is  a  reliable  and  productive  activity.  The  FGIS 
administers  these  systems  through  its  headquarters  in  Washington,  DC,  and  field  offices  in 
25  States  and  Canada.

The  food  quality  certification  service  (also  called  "acceptance  service"),  provided  by 
USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  (AMS),  is  available  to  foreign  buyers  to  assure  that 
any  product  shipped  overseas  meets  contract  specifications.  To  apply  for  the  service,  which 
is  operated  on  a  user-fee  basis,  foreign  buyers  must  submit  the  specification  or  contract  to 
AMS  in  advance.  The  AMS  will  review  the  contract  and  work  with  the  buyers  in  writing  a 
specification  that  can  be  certified.  The  requirements  for  USDA  certification  can  be  made  a 
part  of  the  purchase  contract. 

USDA  has  grade  standards  for  a  wide  variety  of  food  products,  including  shell  eggs.

It  directly  affects  product  quality 
and  the  cost  of  exporting.  Proper  use  of  transportation  equipment  and  services  can  help 
ensure  exporting  success.  The  Office  of  Transportation's  (OT)  economists,  traffic 
management  specialists,  engineers,  and  agricultural  marketing  specialists  help  shippers 
solve  their  transportation  problems  and  monitor  relevant  regulatory  issues. 


The  OT  helps  exporters  to: 

Maintain  Product  Quality  in  Transit— Agricultural  shippers  can  save  millions  of  dollars  worth 
of  product  by  minimizing  damage  in  transit.  OT  has  published  a  series  of  handbooks  and 
tip  sheets  for  exporters  on  shipping  practices  that  will  assure  products  are  delivered  in  top 
condition. 

Obtain  Competitive  Transportation  Rates— Ocean  and  air  freight  are  substantial  components 
in  the  cost  of  exporting.  OT  provides  shippers  with  rate  information  and  is  an  active 
participant  in  regulatory  issues  that  affect  rates.  OT  represents  the  interests  of  agricultural 
shippers  before  the  Federal  Maritime  Commission. 
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Monitor  International  Transportation  Issues — The  OT  program  includes  research  into  a  wide 
range  of  international  issues  and  agreements  that  affect  agricultural  exporters.  OT  monitors 
developments  related  to  cargo  preference,  transportation  subsidies,  technological 
restrictions  resulting  from  the  European  Community's  single  market  in  1992,  ocean 
container  standards,  and  cargo  insurance. 

Efficiently  Use  Transportation  Services— Shippers  are  faced  with  an  array  of  transportation 
options.  OT  provides  information  and  assistance  to  reduce  costs  and  increase  access  to 
foreign  markets.  OT  monitors  developments  in  double-stack  and  intermodal  transportation 
and  can  help  shippers  evaluate  their  intermodal,  air,  and  ocean  rate  and  service  options.
